Significance Of Fever Depends On 


Such Things As Cause, Person's Age 


The significance of fever depends 
upon the cause, the age, how long it 
lasts, and at what time of day it occurs. 
Temperatures seldom go higher than 
105 degrees F. but the height is not 
necessarily an index of the severity of 
the illness. It is true that few survive 
readings over 109 degrees but such tem­ 
peratures are rare. 
Fever lasting less than two weeks 
usually stems from a simple respiratory 
or other infection. Should it 
persist, we suspect a more se­ 
rious disorder such as tuber­ 
culosis, rheumatic fever, rheu­ 
matoid arthritis, cancer, drug 
toxicitv or an obscure disease. 
SOMETHING Ml'ST be done 
about the effects of fever on 
the body. A temperature of 103 
degrees F. or more produces 
dehydration

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400,000 YEARS OLD 
San Luis Site Yields 


Prehistoric Bones 


LOS BANOS (UPP— 'The bones 
of several prehistoric animals 
found last week at the construc­ 
tion site of a segment of the 
San Luis Canal may help scien­ 
tists determine the age of Cali­ 
fornia's coastal mountains and 
may even help prove that the 
mountains are still rising. 
Workmen excavating the ca­ 
nal about 12 miles southeast of 
Los Banos found bones believ- j 
ed to be from mammoths, cam-; 
els. horses and antelopes which I 
roamed what is now the San 
Joaquin Valley’s west sidp be-! 
tween 10.000 and 672.000 years 
ago. It is the second find in the ! 
area in recent months. 
The bones were found in 
v hat is know n as Corcoran clay 
and are the first evidence of 
fruna to be found in the Cor-; 
coran formation, a soil forma* 
■■ 
tion nearly 700 feet below' the 
surface which extends 
from 
Stockton to just north of Bak­ 
ersfield across the west side of 
the valley. 
The formation, which takes 


its name from the town of 
Corcoran where the clay is 
warped upward and is expos­ 
ed, was thought to he much 
older than the age w h e n 
mammoths lived. 


Charles Hall, a Bureau of 
Reclamation geologist who is 
working on the huge San Luis I 
irrigation 
project, 
estimated 
the age of the bones at 400.000 
years 
about the middle of the 
Pleistocene era. They include 
half a skull of an imperial 
mammoth, mammoth tusk frag­ 
ments. 
mammoth 
teeth 
and 
bones from prehistoric horses, 
camels and antelopes. 
The bones were in a poor 
state of preservation and had to 
be removed by making plaster 
casts around them. Two paleon­ 
tologists from the University of 
California a? Berkeley w e r e 
sent to aid in the excavation, i 
They 
remained 
through 
th e ! 
weekend to search for more 
bones. 
The bones were taken to the 
university for paleontological 
studies and dating. It is gener-; 
ally known when such animals < 
lived but dating methods can j 
nearly pinpoint the exact time 
When the age of the bones is 
determined, it can bo used to 
date the clay formation. 
Since the Corcoran clay h as1 
been warped upward in th e , 
coastal hills, it is known that I 
the clay was laid down before 
the mountains lifted up. 


“ In other words, the moun­ 
tain uplift is vounger than 
the uplift of the Corcoran,” 
Hall said. “ If we know the 
age of the e!a>. then 
we 


know that the mountains had 
to come un since then." 


Geologists, knowing the age 
of the Corcoran, can determine 
how long it took to form the 
nearly 700 feet of soil layers 
over it. This information ran be 
correlated with other informa­ 
tion known now and learned in 
the future to determine the age 
of the mountains.

The Bunnies Think Big 


If the Easter bunny can pro­ 
duce eggs - and even a 4-year- 
old knows he can — then he 
can produce them in any size 
and color imaginable. 
He can bring gaily decorat­ 
ed. giant size eggs to an Easter 
party. They can hang in clus­ 
ters over the bridge tables 
used for an Easter luncheon. 
They can twist as mobiles 
above the dance floor at a 
teen-age party. They can fill 
a floor basket bigger than the 
guests themselves at a chil­ 
dren’s party. 
At any of these parties, send 
each guest home with one of 
the bright, lightweight eggs as 
a favor. 


THESE GIANT eggs are 
made of oval balloons, crepe 
paper, s t a r c h solution and 
whatever trimming the mak­ 
er's fancy chooses. 
If instant laundry starch is 
used, mix equal parts of starch 
and water. One cup of each 
will make four to six eggs. If 
liquid starch is used, work 
with an undiluted solution. 
A l t h o u g h the basic egg 
shapes can be made quickly, 
they should be prepared in ad­ 
vance. They must be stiff and 
dry before they are decorated, 
and the drying process can 
take a few days. 
To make me b a s i c egg 
shape, blow up an oval balloon 
to desired size and knot end. 
With measuring tape or string, 
measure from knot to other 
end. Then measure around 
widest part of balloon. Cut 
three sheets of crepe paper to 
these dimensions, making sure 
the paper is cut so the stretch­ 
iness of the paper goes around 
the balloon, not end to end. 


P I T STARCH solution into 
tray or roasting pan and wet 
balloon with solution. Wrap 
wet balloon with first sheet of I 
paper, smoothing the paper 
from the middle to the ends j 
Pat on extra solution as need*; 
ed to make the paper stick. 
Pleat or gather excess paper 
at ends to conform to balloon 
shape, leaving knot uncovered. 
Repeat with other sheets of 
paper, using additional starch. 
Work gently to avoid tearing 


BALANCE BALLOON, knot 
end down, in cup or jar to dry 
While drying, rotate balloon 
occasionally to a v o i d ring 
from cup. 
When crepe paper is tho­ 
roughly dry, puncture balloon 
with pin while holding on to 
knot and pull balloon through 
the small top opening. 
Decorate eggs shapes with

ribbons, lace, flowers, braid, 
sequins, stickers, colored pa­ 
per, yarn, whatever your im­ 
agination s u g g e s t s . Decora, 
tions can be stuck to the shape 
with glue. 


CREPE PAPER offers a va­ 
riety of bright or pastel colors 
for these eggs. To make eggs 
in even paler pastels, the same 
process can be used, substitut­ 
ing layers of colored facial 
tissues in place of crepe pa­ 
per. If balloons are large, sev­ 
eral sheets of tissue will be 
needed for each layer. Over­ 
lap the sheets. 


IF EGGS are to be hung, 
tie ribbon, string or fine wire 
to the center of a short stick. 
A pencil, clothespin or picnic 
spoon can be used for this 
purpose. If ends are sharp, 
wrap with tape to protect 
shell. Insert stick in top hole 
and twist crosswise. Pull up 
and it will lift egg. 


TO HANG eggs in clusters 
above bridge tables, use rib­ 
bons. Cut ribbons in varying 
lengths and tape or tack to 
ceiling. Anchoring device can 
be hidden by a ribbon bow. 
To make egg mobiles, hang 
eggs on thread or fine wire. 
Use wire from coat hangers, 
cut in varying lengths to make 


cross bars for mobiles. Work 
from the bottom of the mobile 
to the top; balancing is easier 
this way. 


TO MAKE a large, round 
floor basket for eggs, use two 
hula hoops and enough dowels 
one foot long so that they can 
be placed around the hoops at 
about eight inch intervals. Us­ 
ing one hoop as one base of 
the basket, wire or tape the 
dowels around the rim to form 
the upright supports of the 
basket. Anchor the other hoop 
to the tops of the dowels to 
form the upper rim of the 
basket. 
Using strips of crepe paper 
three or four inches wide, 
form the side of the basket by 
weaving each strip through 
the dowels—in front of one, 
behind the next. Alternate the 
over and under pattern for 
the next row\ 


A STRIP OF c a r d b o a r d , 
taped to coat hanger wire for 
support, can be curved to 
form a handle for the basket 
Wrap with crepe paper strips 
Colored tissue p a p e r , cut 
into half inch strips before the 
package is unfolded, makes 
“grass” of any desired color 
for the basket. Fill with the 
giant eggs. 


BRILLIANTLY BEDECKED with ribbons, flowers, 
sequins and the like, these overgrown Easter eggs 
are decorations and treasured favors for Easter 
parties. Crepe paper provides the basic forms and 


colors of these decorations, built over oval balloons. 
Trimming is limited only by the imagination of the 
creator. Note the center decoration, an egg from a 
balloon which becomes a balloon again with decora­ 
tion. Basket beneath the balloon is a berry container.

counseling 
psychologist. 
Dr. 
Randall B. Hamrick of Bridge­ 
port Conn. 
More than one-third of young 
people in the 5th grade will 
never finish high school, he 
points out, and there are 1,- 
900,000 young people now out 
of school and out of work in 
the 17 to 22 age group. 
“IT IS DIFFICULT to gener­ 
alize, but fanatical groupism of­ 
ten results from a feeling of 
insecurity, such as the lack of 
academic 
standing, 
and 
the 
sudden realization that things 
are going to be pretty bleak 
from here on out." he explains, 
in commenting on a recent 
fracas on Long Island. There, 


more than 100 boys, aged 18 
to 23 and invited guests at a 
society debut, went on a youth­ 
ful spree, wrecking a posh 
home at the climax of the 
party. 
“If breaking furniture gives 
a fellow a sense of adequacy in 
his group. I think he’ll do it,” 
says Dr. Hamrick. 
These boys are not a stupid 
or poor group, he goes on. ‘ but 
may be in a rough spot in 
terms of bringing recognition 
to themselves, something all 
young people in this age group 
feel the need to do. During the 
period, 14 to 22. the all-impor­ 
tant thing, emotionally, is to

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
We'll Stand In Opposition 
To Suppression Of Pay TV 


It is easy to conjure up economic rea­ 
sons for or against Pay TV, depending 
on which side you -vish to support. 
If you are against Pay TV, it is easy 
to become quite righteously indignant 
about the supposed threat it poses for 
m ovie theaters and their em ployees. 
P ay TV in the home could darken the 
lights of movie theaters everywhere, 
bankrupting their taxpaying owners and 
leaving their em ployees jobless, you 
could say. Even movie advertising in 
newspapers would disappear, to the eco­ 
nom ic detriment of newspapers, you 
could also say. 
If you are for Pay TV, you could say 
it will provide good entertainment, free 
o f objectionable commercials, right in 
the home at far less cost than taking the 
fam ily to the movies, for instance. Or 
you could say, it would enable the work­ 
ing man to see the next world heavy­ 
w eight championship fight (if you could 
call it a fight and if you could stomach 
another one) right in your home for less 
than the high price charged for seats at 
the closed circuit TV showing at a 
m ovie theater. 
A s w e say, it is easy to conjure up 
econom ic argum ents for or against Pay 
TV. 
But if you ask us, all these miss the 
point. 
Actually, two points have, 
in our 
opinion, been too widely ignored. 
First, the campaign against Pay TV 
is just one more effort by one segm ent 
of business (motion picture houses and 
commercial TV) to have potential com ­ 
petition eliminated by law'. 
This certainly is out of consonance 
with the American spirit of “better 


mousetrap" enterprise. As San Rafael 
City Councilman Charles Aby indicated, 
we are lucky this approach wasn’t used 
40 years ago or we never would have 
had motion pictures; the vaudeville in­ 
dustry would have got a law passed 
against movies. 
Our second concern, seem ingly ig­ 
nored in discussions to date, is the 
spectre of suppression of a means of 
communication. 
Our s y s t e m 
of 
self-govern m en t 
thrives on the free flow of information 
among citizens and between citizens and 
government. 
We don’t know’ what, if any, plans the 
Pay TV people have to present informa­ 
tional and or educational programs. 
But we would not want to see them 
prohibited from presenting such pro­ 
grams, either in connection with elec­ 
tion campaigns or otherwise. 
The founding fathers of our republic 
provided for free speech, and freedom 
of the press so that ideas, com m ents 
and criticisms might be freely inter­ 
changed, for the ultimate benefit of all. 
Had they foreseen radio, TV and even 
Pay TV, we are sure they would have 
specified that those channels be kept 
open, too. 
They should be kept open. 
W e suspect that Pay TV, when it 
comes, will be one more thing com pet­ 
ing for newspaper readers’ time. 
But we would rather some way m eet 
(and hopefully beat) the competition 
than run to our lawmakers to suppress 
it. 
Count us among the supporters of 
Pay TV and among opponents of the 
present campaign to suppress it.

But it was ju st his way of 
declining to lead new sm en on 
a 50-mile hike in 1963 when 
President Jo h n F. K ennedy 
was pushing a physical fit­ 
ness program . 
Atty. Gen. R obert F. K en­ 
nedy had already done the 
50 to show how fit th e K en­ 
nedy adm inistration was. 
T herefore, 
Salinger 
con­ 
cluded: 
“A fu rth e r dem on­ 
stration on my p a rt would be 
superfluous and possibly dis­ 
astrous.” 


LAST W EEK he took w hat 
m ay be the longest walk of 
bis life. 
He resigned as P resident 
Lyndon 
B. John son ’s press 
secretary to try to ru n for the 
Senate from California. 
A t the same tim e, Dean 
Rusk, secretary of state, was 
rep orted 
planning 
to 
quit 
Jo h n so n ’s adm inistration a ft­ 
e r next N ovem ber’s elections. 
Rusk not only denied he 
would quit next N ovem ber 
but said he had no plans to 
quit. 
Two m ore different 
men 
than the decorous Dean and 
the pixie Pierre would be 
hard to find. 


RUSK’S THREE years as 
secretary of state have been 
fantastic in the sense he has 
been alm ost totally free of 
criticism. 
This is almost unbelievable 
for anyone who saw the b at­ 
ting his two predecessors got: 
Dean Acheson u n d e r P resi­ 
dent H arry S. T ru m an and 
John 
Foster 
Dulles 
u n d er 
P resident Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower.

Rusk, w ho seem s to con­ 
sider him self strictly a for­ 
eign affairs technician and 
not a public opinion m older, 
stays in th e background.

It was different in th e T m - 
m an-Acheson and Eisenhow-

Rusk 
stays 
w ith Johnson will probably 
depend on how much Johnson 
listens to his m odest secre­ 
tary.

Salinger was the W hite House 
m inister of inform ation, he 
also presided over some m is­ 
inform ation on small things.

GEORGE W ARDEN, owner 
of Warden’s Liquors at Grant 
and Maehin Avenues, Novato, 
was the first merchant this 
year to heed the signs of 
spring and plant the area 
’round the tree in front of 
his store. 
On one of the nice after­ 
noons last week, he was out 
diligently working the soil 
and 
planting 
violas. 
These 
will make a blanket of color 
all during the summer. 
Last year, many other mer­ 
chants 
on 
Grant 
Avenue 
planted flowers around the 
young trees. This added color 
to the young trees, which 
were planted by the Novato 
Garden Club with the city 
council matching funds. 
However, during the win­ 
ter, far too many of the plots 
of soil around these trees 
have grown up into weeds. 
This makes an unsightly mess 
on the sidewalks, when they 
could be a thing of beauty. 


H E R E ’S HOPING that all 
of the merchants along Grant 
Avenue follow George’s lead 
and plant the area around the 
bases of the trees in front of 
their businesses. 
The trees 
that were planted last year 
now have a good start and 
should really start to make 
a showing this year. 
Think of what a beautiful 
sight it could be if every 
tree on Grant Avenue had a 
blanket of low-growing flow­ 
ers around its base. 
Then 
when the city attracts thou­ 
sands of visitors during West­ 
ern Weekend in June, people 
would go away remembering 
what a thing of beauty had 
been created along the main 
street.

People are not the only 


creatures affected by spring. 
Even though Novato is strug­ 
gling to become a city, it 
still retains so much of its 
rural atmosphere. That was 
brought home the other day 
when the not-so-gentle song 
of a Rocky Mountain canary 
was heard not far from the 
business district. 
Dogs also feel the surge of 
extra 
energy 
during 
the 
spring. Large packs of them 
are seen roaming around No­ 
vato. All during the winter, 
their 
masters 
have 
turned 
them loose and let them roam 
where they wanted. 
However now, with people 
planting gardens and flowers, 
a dog or pack of dogs can 
ruin a newly planted area. 
Their masters should keep 
them under control. 


CITY ADM INISTRATOR J. 
Julien Baget says the city has 
adopted the county ordinance 
which forbids dogs “ to run at 
large.” He said it is illegal 
for dogs to run anywhere, 
either in town or in the coun­ 
try, outside of their owners’ 
premises. 
The City of Novato has a 
contract with Marin County 
for control of animals. 
In 
turn, the county has a con­ 
tract with the Marin County 
Humane Society to take care 
of this problem. 
It is also 
illegal to allow a dog to bark 
at night, as some are inclined 
to do during the warm moon­ 
lit night. 
To pay for this service to 
control dogs, the city acts as 
an agent in licensing dogs. 
Last year. 2.500 dogs were 
licensed at the Novato City 
Hall. That is an average of 
almost one dog for every two 
families. 
Of 
this 
number, 
however, only a few are the 
real offenders. By far the 
majority of owners know’ how 
to take care of their dogs. 
They really are the true 
dog lovers.

Fair Housing Law 


Protects Owners 


Editor. Independent-Journal: 


So often the supporters of 
the “ Anti Rumford” Initia­ 
tive say that they don’t want 
a law which “ forces” anyone 
to rent or lease to anyone 
against their will. The impli­ 
cation is, that the civil rights 
of property owners are being 
abridged 
by 
the 
Rumford 
Act, and that this will be cor­ 
rected by the Initiative. 
Actually, most people who 
use this argument have NOT 
read the law. Section 35742 
of the Fair Housing law spe­ 
cifically protects the right of 
every 
property 
owner 
to 


select buyers or renters on 
the basis of any criteria he 
desires as long as he applies 
the same criteria to all races 
and religions. 


“ Nothing 
contained 
in 
this part shall be construed 
to prohibit selection based 
upon 
factors 
other 
than 
race, 
color, 
religion, 
na­ 
tional origin, or ancestry.” 


Clearly, no one is “ forced” 
to sell or rent to anyone; no 
one is “ forced" to lower his 
qualifications 
for 
sale 
or 
rental— as long as he gives 
people of all races and reli­ 
gions a chance to meet his 
qualifications. 
Well meaning people have 
been deceived by this smoke­ 
screen; and all voters cannot 
be expected to read the en­ 
tire bill. It is, however, urgent 


that the rank and file voter 
understand that the passage 
of the "Anti Rumford Initia­ 
tive” would 
constitutionally 
freeze the State of California 
in its efforts to lessen racial 
tensions and develop a true 
e q u a lity of oppo rtun ity, 
which, after all, is the major 
source of American strength.

Coin Collectors Grab 


All Available Dollars 


WASHINGTON U1PI) — Coin 
collectors were grabbing up 
silver dollars so fast yesterday 
that the treasury expects to 
cxhause its supply within a 
week. 
Ignoring official efforts to 
discourage them, hundreds of 
persons jammed the granite 
steps tof the marble-columned 
treasury building waiting to ex­ 
change paper money for the 
quickly vanishing cartwheels. 
Some had been there all night. 
Empty coffee cups littered 
the base of the statue of Albert 
Gallatin, former secretary of 
the treasury, when the doors 
swung open at 9 a.m. EST. One 
man sent in 20 boys he had 
hired to get him 1,000 coins 
each in cloth bags. 
“The way it’s going,” one 
treasury official said, “we’ll 
run out late this week or may­ 
be not until Monday or Tues­ 
day. Then we’ll have to redeem 
silver certificates with bullion. 
I suppose a few cranks will 
insist on it.” 
The run on silver dollars be­ 
gan March 11, when someone 
opened a treasury' vault to find 
a pile of relatively scarce “ Mor­ 
gan” coins, which were minted 
in 1878-1904. 


That day, the treasury had 
about 18 million silver dollars 
on hand. Yesterday, the stock­ 
pile had dwindled to about 6 
million, most of which already 
had been ordered by federal 
reserve banks around the coun­ 
try to cope with the demand. 


The treasury has no plans to 
mint any new silver dollars. 
The House appropriations com­ 
mittee last week rejected a 
treasury request for funds to 
do so on grounds that the value 
of the coins’ silver content has 
risen so high that it might soon 
be profitable for collectors to 
melt them down. 


W h i l e the c r o w d s were 
storming the 
treasury 
gates 
yesterday morning, Treasury 
Secretary Douglas Dillon told 
the House banking committee 
that coin collectors, not spec­ 
ulators, were responsible for 
the run on silver dollars.
